TOWER/ANTENNA BILL IN STATE 
LEGISLATURE

The Valley Radio Club of Eugene (VRC) sponsored An- 
tenna Bill, SB 879. 


A s you will recall, the Senate’s General Government Commit- 
tee took no action on our Antenna Bill (and its 70 foot 
amendment) at the Committee hearing April 15th. This was be- 
cause of Vice Chair Sen. Trow’s concern that they not “dictate” to 
the cities what a “reasonable” height should be. He requested feed- 
back from League of Oregon Cities and Association of Oregon 
Counties as regards the 70 foot amendment. Sen. Beyer said that he 
would obtain that for the Committee. 

I am pleased to report that neither organization offered any ob- 
jection to either the original Bill or the Amendment. Accordingly, 
the committee held a work session today and included the Antenna 
measure on their agenda. Assistant SM Marshall, KK7CW, and I 
were invited to attend. At the beginning of the portion of the work 
session dealing with our Bill, Sen. Trow acknowledged that it was 
he who had delayed action on the measure and that his concern was 
now satisfied. Chair Sen. Duncan, noting the presence of the 
League’s lobbyist, asked one more time if the League had any ob- 
jections and there were none. 

Accordingly, Sen. Trow moved to bring the measure and its 70 
foot amendment to the floor of the Senate with a “Do Pass” recom- 
mendation. The motion carried unanimously with one member ab- 
sent for the day. 

Granted, we did not get the exact federal preemption language 
we wanted in the Bill, but as Div. Director Greg, W7OZ, pointed 
out, “something” on the law books is better than the “nothing” we 
have now. And....the actual “reasonable accommodation” wording 
of both PRB-1 and Part 97.15, (e) is still in there. In addition, the 
amendment 879-1 that lessens the ability of a locality to establish 
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antenna heights lower than 70 feet is a real plus. Thanks go to 
Sen. Beyer for getting that provision reinserted! I can fax anyone 
a copy of the actual measure if they so desire or they can down- 
load it from www.leg.state.or.us under Senate Bills, 

So what happens now? In about a week to week and a half, 
the Bill will be reported out for a Senate vote. Assuming passage, 
it will then be referred to the House of Representatives for their 
action, 

What should we be doing? Well, let’s get the word out now 
to all our radio clubs; our regular daily/weekly nets; on the Ama- 
teur Radio Web sites; put it in all the radio club newsletters; that 
each amateur should communicate with the Senator and the Rep- 
resentative from their Districts. We can use letters, cards (a QSL 
would be neat!) or email. Tell each legislator that we support SB 
879 and ask them to vote “Yes.” It needn’t be detailed or flowery 
or long and drawn out. Just a simple statement that the Bill is 
badly needed to avoid local regulations which conflict with fed- 
eral policy causing unwarranted expenditures of public and pri- 
vate resources as well as diminishing emergency communications 
ability. Let’s make them aware that this Bill is important to the 
Amateur Radio Service and respectfully urge them to support it.

FCC DROPS AMATEUR 
ENFORCEMENT LINE IN FAVOR OF 
E-MAIL, US MAIL

dhe FCC says it now wants Amateur Radio enforcement com- 
plaints via e-mail or US mail and has discontinued its Ama- 
teur Enforcement Line (202-418-1184). 

The FCC this week requested that amateur-related complaints 
be sent via e-mail to fecham@fcc.gov or via the US Postal Service 
to Compliance & Information Bureau, ATTN Amateur Radio Com- 
plaints, 1270 Fairfield Rd, Gettysburg, PA 17325. 

The FCC instituted the telephone service last fall when it 
beefed up amateur enforcement under the direction of Riley 
Hollingsworth, K4ZDH. However, the FCC never intended to 
maintain the telephone service permanently. 

The FCC said this week that complaints already filed on the 
telephone service will be acted upon, and anyone who has left a 
message will receive a return call from Commission staff. Orvarc

HOLLINGSWORTH AT DAYTON 
HAMVENTION '99

H: is ham radios new American hero and twice within 48 

hours they jammed Dayton's Hara Arena to hear him. The 
‘they’ are those few hundred who were lucky enough to be packed 
into a meeting room to hear the FCC's Riley Hollingsworth, 
K4ZDH, talk about the new wave of rules enforcement that is 
sweeping ham radio. 

They came to listen. They were not disappointed: "We de- 
cided to take action on all fronts that we could. And some people 
had been making complaints for years and some of the operators 
that were being complained against. We realize they were out there 
trying to do their own kind of enforcement. So we didn't want to 
take a broad sweep. This would have been the easiest way to do it. 
To take a broad sweep with revocation hearings and put 15 to 20 
maybe 40 licenses in jeopardy. 

We didn't want to do that because in talking to some of theses 
people a lot of them were long time operators who were out there 
because the FCC wasn't. And they thought in their mind that they 
were doing a self-policing in the Amateur Band. So we have gotten 
a lot of these people to back off and let us come in and do the 
work.” 

But Hollingsworth did a lot more than just intone the Part 97 
rulebook. He took time to stir the imagination of his audience with 
tales of ham radio past and present: "When I was 13 years old my 
dad bought me a bread board shortwave radio, We brought it home 
and built it. And one of the first conversations I heard on it was 
Amateur conversations. And from that moment on I was hooked. I 
knew that my life would never quite be the same again. And I am 
standing here before you today because of those few minutes of 
conversation, of listening to ham operators. 

And growing up in the Carolinas, even people that didn't know 
much about radio, everybody in town knew a Grandy Horton, Al 
Norris, Maurice Hall, Joe Abernathy, maybe some of you people 
knew these people, Dr. Patten or Joe Gall. And they knew that 
when hurricanes came up the coast of the Carolinas, or when torna- 
does came over the mountains, that it was a ham operators that 
could find out what was going on. They knew that if they had a son 
or daughter in the service or if their church had a missionary based 
somewhere, it was a ham operator that could and usually did get the 
messages through. One of my greatest thrills as a 14 year old was 
handling a phone patch between a missionary in the Andes and their 
parents in New York. And the family cried when I got the mission- 
aries on the line.” 

Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, also issued a challenge to everyone 
within the sound of his voice. A challenge to make ham radio even 
greater than it is today: "I want to challenge everyone of you that 
are here to help recruit one new licensee into the ranks, or to help 
one person upgrade. 

Newsline has been covering FCC forums at the Dayton Ham- 
vention for the past twenty years. It is safe to say that in all of those 
years no representative of the FCC has captured the minds and the 
hearts of his audience better than K4ZDH. OTvaRc
